mean to find fault with 49,300,000 citizens oT 
the United States, but with 500.000 dudes 
who flocked In the train of every Englishman. 
The United States could not Afford to have 
their citizens arrested in England without a 
protest, nor have them convicted without fair 
trial. The name of Patrick O'Donnell was 
prouder and more honored than those of all 
the queens and monarchs of the whole world. 
He stated his intention to get the house ot 
representative!! to say whether it approved 
the course of the minister toGlelU Britain. 
If he Had been a trim reprssentatlra of the 
United States Patrick O'Doimell would be 
alive to-day. "Lord" J. Itussell Lowell must 
come home. The whole diplomatic corps was 
a disgrace to America. 


Congressman Calkins said he hoped to live 


to soo the day when the people of Ireland 
would be as free as the citizens of America.
